the vicinity of the 
G ardner 
palace 
which has proved very objectionable 
to Mrs. Gardner. 
All sorts of rubbish are being du m p ­ 
ed in to fill the land and the waste 
paper, pieces of wood and old rags are 
heaped in piles and burned. 
The odor 
is anything but desirable, and 
when 
there is a westerly wind it blows 
the 
smoke directly 
to the palace. 
The

PURE 
FOOD INQUIRY. 


Prof. Wiley of the departm ent of agriculture at W ashington has stkrted 
an 
interesting experiment with 
a view 
to ascertaining 
the effect of food 
adulterants 
upon healthy young men. 
Twelve young men have volunteered for the 
purpose and will be fed 
upon good healthful 
food tor two weeks during 
which time 
the professor 
will m ake 
regular 
observations upon their condition, 
the am ount of food 
they eat, its quality and its effect upon weight and general condition. 
For this purpose the men will he weighed each 
morning and a chart 
record of condition taken so that by the end 
of two 
weeks 
the chemist 
ta n tell exactly how much food each requires 
to 
keep him In 
condition. 
After that has been settled a poisoned or adulterated diet will 
be provided 
and the results closely noticed. 
Of course it is not to be supposed th at the meals provided will be ch arg ­ 
ed with arsenic, paris green, aconite or anything of the kind.

The following circular sent out 
to 
calico printers in E ngland and Scot­ 
land is of interest to printers in this 
country as sim ilar efforts to limit over­ 
time work have been mude 
in 
this 
country: 
Fellow Workers: 
In March of the present year, your 
Federated Board had under considera­ 
tion two questions of im portance 
to 
our 
respective 
societies, 
namely; — 
A large list 
of unemployed members 
and a som ew hat large am ount of over­ 
time which was being worked in some 
local shops, and the thoughts of the 
members of the board were directed 
tow ard the devising of means whereby 


some, at least, of 
our 
unemployed 
could be a t work. 
After much consideration of the c ir­ 
cum stances then prevailing, the board 
decided to recommend to your con­ 
sideration a limit of overtime working 
to one hour per day, In the hope that 
you would take the question in hand, 
and in your general meetings resolve 
upon a uniform way of working the 
one hour per day, which could be re­ 
spectfully subm itted to your em ploy­ 
ers. 
On Sept. 29th last, your board, as 
per rule, again held their meeting in 
the Old Boar’s Head Hotel, M anches­ 
ter, w'hen they had placed before them 
reports from the respective societies 
on the overtim e proposal of the pre­ 
vious m eeting in March. 
The reports 
showed that while there was u nanim ­ 
ity as to the limit of overtime working, 
there were also widely diverse opinions 
as to the method of working the one 
hour per day. 
Owing to this diversity 
of opinion, and also owing to totally 
changed circum stances in the printing 
trade, under which, our large list 
of 
unemployed m embers had tem porarily 
disappeared, your board m et under a l­ 
together different auspices. 
The 
method now largely resorted to, 
of dealing with a surplus of work, Is to 
work m achines all night, which, while 
decidedly objectionable to the opera­ 
tive printer, has in it the m erit of em ­ 
ploying more printers. 
W ith these thoughts in their minds, 
the board spent much time in arriving 
a t w hat to them seemed best to su g ­ 
gest to the respective societies under 
present circumstances, and finally re ­ 
solved to subm it two 
proposals 
for 
your consideration: 
1st. 
T hat we shall 
require 
to 
be 
paid at the rate of time and a half for 
all time worked over 
the 
ordinary 
working week. 
But no day man 
to 
work after 7 p.m. 
2d. 
T hat for all time worked over 
the ordinary working week, we 
shall 
require to be paid at the rate of time 
and half, but further, that no printing 
be done by day men after six o’clock in 
the evening. 
The hoard also re-nffirmed their de­ 
cision upon the new regulation of a p ­ 
prentices. and earnestly commend it to 
the thoughtful 
consldertion 
of every 
m em ber; us also would they commend 
the foregoing recommendations.

The Pelham woods w as the scene Sun­ 
day afternoon of a dog light. The pit was 
situated ju st across the Pelham line and 
the fight was cruel enough to satisiy the 
most bloodthirsty lover of such engage­ 
ments. 
Men who call them selves "sports” went 
from Lowell, N ashua and Hudson to see 
two bull dogs te ar each other to pieces 
and their desire for blood was satisfied 
only when one of the dogs limped about 
the pit with one ear gone and two great 
hole* In bis neck. He was considered a 
valuable dog and his inhum an m aster in­ 
stead of shooting him and relieving him 
of his misery, did him up in cloths and 
carried him away. 
It was a Lowell dog th at tore the 
other dog’s ear off and chewed holes in 
his neck. The 
following story 
of the

tive of the happenings In -th at bloody 
pit Into which two dogs were dumped 
to do or die:

dressed, as he was too valuable to he 
shot.

PURE 
FOOD INQUIRY. 


Prof. W iley of the department of agriculture at W ashington has started 
an 
interesting experiment with 
a view 
to ascertaining 
the effect of food 
adulterants 
upon healthy young men. 
Twelve young men 
have volunteered for the 
purpose and will be fed 
upon good healthful 
food for two week* during 
which time 
the professor 
will make 
regular 
observations upon their condition, 
the amount of food 
they eat, its quality and Its effect upon weight and general condition. 
For th is purpose the men will be weighed each 
morning and a chart 
record of condition taken ho thut by the end 
of two 
weeks 
the chemist 
can tell exactly how much food each requires 
to 
keep him In 
condition. 
After that has been settled a poisoned or adulterated diet will 
be provided 
and th e results closely noticed. 
Of course it Is not to be supposed that the meals provided will be charg­ 
ed with arsenic, paris green, aconite or anything of the kind. 
No. the adulterants will consist of those m aterials widely used In adul­ 
terating, preserving and coloring foods. 
it is doubtful 
lf Professor Wiley 
will venture so far as to tem the effect of ptomaines 
as found 
In decayed 
m eats. That experiment would probably be too dangerous. 
The investigation is calculated to do much 
good, 
in 
shedding 
valuable 
light upon the deleterious effects 
of adulterants widely used in the m anu­ 
facture of various food stuffs, in meats, butter and oleomargarine. 
As a 
result of the investigations the secretary of agriculture 
will 
Introduce a 
pure food bill in congress providing a penalty for food adulterations 
which 
can In the least be proved to be dangerous.

Most of Them

Large Gain—Five Cities Voted 
No-License

BOSTON, 
Dec. 
3.—Two 
features 
stood out prominently in the results 
of the municipal elections in 13 of the 
33 M assachusetts cities yesterday 
and 
they 
are the trem endous vote polled 
and the strength of the socialist party. 
The republicans w ere invariably 
suc­ 
cessful 
with their m ayoralty candi­ 
dates except 
in Brockton. . Here 
the 
socialists regained the city which they 
lost to the republicans last year but 
the party went down 
to defeat in 
another stronghold, Haverhill, by the 
m argin of 14 votes. 
The democrats, as a rule, put up t 
good tight and won out in Pittsfield 
where by a tie, they will, control the 
city government and through 
it the 
municipal offices. 
The 
republicans, 
however, elected the mayor. 
In m any cities the contests were so 
spirited that the outpouring of votes 
broke all records. 
In Quincy 95 per 
cent, of those registering 
voted. 
In 
nearly every city, the total vote ran 
ahead of th at cast a t the recent state 
election. 
As usual there was much interest in 
the outcome of the license question, 
upon which each votes yearly. F itc h ­ 
burg w as the only one to waver, chang­ 
ing back to no-license after a year of 
liquor selling. 
Ira the other cities, the general ten ­ 
dency seemed to be in favor of license, 
those favoring it doing so by increased 
majorities, 
while the no-license 
in 
“dry ” cities were all elected. 
The thirteen cities rolled up a total 
Vote of 73,746. 
Of this total, the So 
clalists polled 10,500 votes, or over 14 
per cent, of the total, which 
shows a 
fine increase over the nine per 
cent. 
which they polled in the state elec 
lion. 
The republicans polled 
a vote 
of 
28,930 and the dem ocratis 20,549. while 
there were 13,786 cast for various inde­ 
pendent candidates, including th a t for 
Mayor Ashley of New Bedford, the in­ 
dependent candidates 
in Gloucester. 
N ortham pton and W altham . 
In N ortham pton, Mayor B allett was 
re-elected in a three-cornered fight, by 
78 votes over Seth S. W arner, dem o­ 
crat and George S.- Whitbek, Citizen, 
the last named having for an issue the 
alleged inefficiency of the police de­ 
partm ent. 
Mayor Morse of 
Marlboro was re­ 
elected through strong 
support 
in 
w ards in which the French speaking 
voters held the balance of 
power, 
while his opponent, Alderman Mildon, 
democrat, was strong in three w ards 
where Mr. Morse expected 
to lead 
heavily. 
Taunton re-elected 
Mayor 
W arner, 
republican, defeated the proposition to 
m ake policemen and firemen life hold­ 
ers of their positions and accepted the 
eight-hour law for its laborers. 
In New Bedford, Mayor Ashley was 
elected 
for the ninth time and the 
party which takes his nam e in local 
politics won all along the 
line. 
In 
Gloucester, of six candidates nom inat­ 
ed for mayor, three pulled at the last 
m om ent and Councilman Tolman as 


an Independent defeated both the re­ 
publicans and democratic candidates.

By Associated Pres*:* to TI e Sun 
N EW YORK, Dec. 3—W all street de­ 
clared w ar on President Roosevelt y e s ­ 
terday. 
Moderation was cast to the winds and 
the chief executive was denounced as a 
political m ountebank and a mental wob­ 
bler. 
His message was pronounced by J. P. 
M organ's newspaper to be “seven pounds 
lighter th an a straw 
h at,” while tho 
News Bureau, especially patronized by 
Morgan, descended to personal abuse. 
Henry Clews was the only prominent 
republican In tho flannelet district who 
had a good word to say for the message. 
J. P. Morgan preserved a sullen silence, 
evidently thinking his expression through 
his official organs had 
been 
positive 
enough. D emocrats m aintained a glad si­ 
lence or spoke cheerfully of the next 
national election. 
Immediately upon the 
publication 
of 
the message the entire m arket was a t­ 
tacked and driven down from 2 to 5 
points, th at being Wall street's way of 
expressing Its feelings. 
Here is w hat the New York News B u­ 
reau, through which Mr. Morgan makes 
his official announcements, had to say: 
"In a part of his message President 
Roosevelt clearly Indicates the looseness 
of the notions he has as to the function 
of government as regards the relations 
of capital and labor, which was exempli­ 
fied when he intervened in the a n th ra ­ 
cite coal strike. 
"W e fear th at his generosity of heart 
leads him to the mistaken belief th a t 
the constitutional powers cf the nation­ 
al governm ent.’ so far as ‘they 
touch 
these m atters of general and vital mo­ 
m ent to the nation,’ are 
larger than 
expert constitutional lawyers would ad­ 
mit to be the case. 
“A com parison d? th e m ildness 
of 
the p re sid e n t’s w ords in his m essage 
w ith his u tte ra n c e s on his pre-election 
to u r inevitab ly 
recurs to th e reader. 
T his ve ry m essage, so q uiet an d con­ 
servativ e, w hen co n traste d w ith w h at 
in v e stm e n t an d business In terests had 


feared because of the earlie r a ttitu d e 
of the p resid e n t 
to w ard 
tr u s ts —Its 
vag u en ess and final in con sequential!ty 
—co n stitu tes a n in d ictm en t a g a in s t the 
chief executive for helping to c re a te a 
sta te of a g ita tio n 
for w hich no real 
w a rra n t ex isted .” 
H ere Is w h a t the E v e n in g Sun, M or­ 
g a n 's financial new spaper,

say: 
"A calm and careful re ad in g of P r e s ­ 
ident R oosevelt's m essage can only ex­

of the municipal elections in 13 of the 
83 M assachusetts cities yesterday and 
they 
are the trem endous vote polled 
and the strength of the socialist party. 
The republicans w ere invariably 
suc­ 
cessful 
with their m ayoralty 
candi­ 
dates except 
in Brockton. 
H ere 
the 
socialists regained the city which they 
lost to the republicans last year but 
the party w ent down 
to defeat in 
another stronghold, Haverhill, by the 
m argin of 14 votes. 
The democrats, as a rule, put up a 
good tight and won out in Pittsfield, 
where by a tie, they will control the 
city governm ent and through 
it the 
municipal offices. 
The 
republicans, 
however, elected the mayor. 
In m any cities the contests were so 
spirited th a t the outpouring of votes 
broke all records. 
In Quincy 95 per 
cent, of those registering 
voted. 
In 
nearly every city, the total vote ran 
ahead of that cast a t the recent state 
election. 
As usual there was much interest In 
the outcome of the license question, 
upon which each votes yearly. F itc h ­ 
burg w as the only one to waver, chang­ 
ing bael** to no-license after a year of 
liquor selling. 
In the other cities, the general te n ­ 
dency seemed to be in favor of license, 
those favoring it doing so by increased 
majorities, 
while the no-license 
In 
“dry ” cities were all elected. 
The thirteen cities rolled up a total 
vote of 73.746. 
Of this total, the So­ 
cialists polled 10,500 votes, or over 14 
per cent, of the total, which 
shows a
